H E richest man in Oklahoma ha* 
suddenly emerged as the chiel foe lo 
the presidential ambitions of Cover- 


ernor "A lfa lfa 
B ill" Murray, and 


now 
the entire Southwest 
is watching with 
closest interest the queer feud between this pic­ 
turesque "champion of the common people." who 


began his campaign for governor with only $12, 
and a millionaire whose personal fortune is esti­ 


mated at $50,000,000. 
Tile latter is Lew W ent*, wealthy Ponca 


City oil producer, and a strange thing about the 
bitter feud between these two Oklahomans is 
that the two have never met or even spoken as 
much as a word to each other. 
Personally, the 


two men are total strangers, but politically they 
are perhaps the bitterest enemies in the state's 


turbulent history. 
Strangely enough. Governor Murray’s pres­ 


idential campaign had nothing to do with the 
start of this unusual quarrel. 
It began as a 
purely local matter long before Murray an­ 
nounced for the presidency, but it has since 
ripened into a fight by Went?, to make " A l ­ 


falfa B ill's " path to the W hite House an ex­ 
ceedingly rocky one. 
There have been reports recently that W ent! 
would buckle on his political armor and go to 
the Democratic National Convention at Chi­ 
cago personally to lead the fight against the 
nomination of his fellow-Oklahoman. but tliese 
reports are discounted by the fact that Wentz 
is a Republican. 
Nevertheless, they indicate 
the bitterness of the feeling between the two men. 
and it seem* probable that W'entz's Democratic 


friends— and there are many of these-—will be 
there to make trouble for Murray. 
One of the most spectacular developments in 


the long fight between the two Oklahomans 
came recently when Governor Murray ordered 


W entz’s desk tossed out of the office* of the 
state highway commission 
and 


his name erased from the door. 


When Governor Murray announced hit ore W en ho/ 
ambitions Wentz, noturollv. bkt* quick to oppose 
krm. 
. Though a Republican, ho became a tort

Wentz wa* appointed by the 
legislature in 1928, under G o v­ 
ernor Holloway, for a six-year 
term in a widely-heralded move 


to "take the state highway com­ 
mission out of politics." 
Prior 
to that time, the highway com­ 
mission had frequently been in 
Covemor 


hot water and it was argued that 
Wentz, 
with hi* 
millions and 
high ideal*, would be free from all taint of 


graft or bribery. 
And so, when Governor Murray entered of­ 


fice in January, 1931, he found his arch enemy 
holding down the job as chairman of the stat# 
highway commission— one of the mort sought­ 
after political jobs in Oklahoma. 
Apparently 
very little could be done about it. since W entr * 
appointment then Sad four more year* yet to go. 
But "A lfa lfa 
B ill” 
remembered, perhaps 
with some bittern#**, that Wentz, a Republican 
power, had strongly supported his Republican 
opponent for governor. 
H e abo recalled, no 
doubt, that Went*, as chairman of the *tate 
highway commission, opposed certain pet road 
measures that Murray had advocated during 


his campaign.

U R R A Y has always been a strong be­ 


liever in the old political maxim, 
I o the 
victor belongs the spoils," and a lot of his 
friends who had helped elect him were crying 


for juicy state job*. 
It is said that he sent 
word to Wentz asking him to resign, and that 
the latter refused on the giound that he had 
a program for state highway building and in­ 


tended to see it through. 
The warfare between the governor and the 
chairman of the highway commission became 
more open as frequent charges and counter­ 
charges were made in public statements 
I hen 
Wefitz "blew off the lid” by starting a probe 
of the highway commission payroll. 
He is said 
to have discovered that Governoi 
Murray s 
sister-in-law was on the payroll as an employe 


of the department, 
The differences between the two men became 
still more heated when Governor Murray sent 
his troops to the Texas-Oklahoma border in his 
fight against toll bridges over Red River. 
Wentz then aroused the ire of the governor 
by issuing a prepared statement to the press 
in which he ridiculed and made liglit of " A l­ 
falfa B ill’s” efforts. 
The governor hit back 
by issuing several statements in which he de 
dared Wentz was taking up business not rele­ 


vant to his official duties.

Ihese newspapers declared that Went* was 
making a big |>ersonal sacrifice to serve the peo­ 
ple of his state, that he had no selfish political 


ambitions and urged that he should be permit­ 
ted to hold the office as long as he desired to 
do so. 
"A lfa lfa B ill” said nothing to all this 
, . . but bided his time. 
Suddenly, in June. 1931. Murray took the 
aggressive. 
He issued an executive order re­ 
moving Went* as chairman of the commission 
and substituting Sam I lawks, one of the two 
Democratic members, in his place. 
"A lfa lfa B ill” fired his big guns. 
He an­ 
nounced that "M r. Went* is going to find out 
that I arn governor of this state and that his 
millions will not control the state government." 
I he governor charged that many menifters 
of the Oklahoma I louse and Senate were 
un­ 
der the Went* influence” and that amendments 


had been offered to various bills "evidently to 
scare me off from bothering 
M r 
Weotz " 
Went*, Murray said, ’ has assumed that he is 
a law unto himself." 


l l J E N T Z was ousted as the commission s 


chairman, but tile courts lalei threw out 
the ouster. 
Besides, W ent* still remained as 


a member in view of hi* six-year appointment. 
This incident did not serve by any means to 
cool the bitterness between the two men. 
When Governor Murray announced his pies-
